with that brown as a berry tan

people.” declares the 
dermatologist, “ are 
aware 
of 
the hazards 
resulting 
f r o m 
chrome 
exposure 
to 
sunlight 
Fashionable women who regard 
a deep brown suntan as essen­ 
tial should understand that sun­ 
light can cause damage ” 
Among the abuses to beauty 
he blames on prolonged expo 
sure to sun are “ a dry. coarse 
and leathery appearance of the 
.skin, pigmentary changes and 
wrinkling ” 
It is “ somewhat of a para­ 
dox,” he adds, “ that young peo­ 
ple who are vain enough to want 
a tan will ‘pay the price* years 
later at a time when they are in 
greater need to look their best!"

These “ sunscreens” 
protect 
the skin, he notes, by “ absorb­ 
ing damaging ravs and dissipat­ 
ing their 
e n e rg y ” 
The main 
thing is to know your own pac# 
in the sun. and not to Judg# 
what is good for you by what 
works for the other person 
Says Dr. Knox: “ Most indi­ 
viduals do not realize that even 
a limited exposure to sun may 
be harmful. There are untold 
millions of people who are not 
adequately protecting themselv­ 
es and their families from the 
possible skin 
scorchings 
that 
may he inflicted by th# sum- 
mer sun!”

Enameling

Why part with that comforta­ 
ble but bedraggled chair*’ Why, 
indeed, when it 
can

Enamel it. 
The task isn t too difficult if 
definite rules are followed in the 
three important steps necessary- 
for a successful enameling job. 
First., choose a quality enamel 
— none of that socalled bar­ 
gain stuff that isn t a bargain 
Second, the surface must be 
properly prepared. 
Third, the enamel 
must 
be 
applied properly. 
Proper surface 
preparation 
involves t h e condition of t h e 
furniture. Wooden pieces in good 
condition require a good clean­ 
ing with an odorless paint thin­ 
ner to remove oil, wax or polish 
Afterwards, sand lightly. 
This will dull the gloss and 
will provide a surface to which 
the new finish can adhere. 
Be 
sure 
tihe 
furniture 
is 
clean and dry before applying 
the enamel 
If the wood finish Is in poor 
condition, it should be stripped 
off completely. Use a good paint 
remover and follow the direc­ 
tions faithfully. Work only in a 
well-ventilated room 
Kill any holes or cracks with 
plastic wood or wood putty and 
let dry thoroughly. Finally, sand 
as smooth as possible and apply 
an enamel undercoat. 
When this has dried, you are 
ready to apply' the enamel top­ 
coat. 
Sounds like a difficult job. but 
with care and patience, it isn’t 
really so at all. but a most sat­ 
isfactory and pleasing task. 
The s t o r e s always have on 
hand handsome furniture that is 
unfinished — pieces that 
are 
really bargains and that permit 
the shopper to finish in colors to 
go with a definite room scheme. 
T h e s e pieces are usually fac­ 
tory • sanded, but it is a good 
idea to sand lightly before ap 
plying the enamel undercoat. 
If a second undercoat is de 
sired, sand l i g h t l y between 
coats. 
To renew wrought iron a n d 
other metal pieces, first clean 
I thoroughly. 
Next, sand away any traces 
of rust. Prime the spots of bare 
metal with a quality paint prim 
er. Let the primed areas dry. 
then apply the enamel 
Follow the 
same procedure 
for aluminum furniture 
For the final step, load your 
brush generously, then flow the 
enamel on the 
surface 
w i t h 
long. smooth strokes with t h e 
: grain. 
Don’t 
reload or cross­ 
stroke 
Finally, with your nearly dry- 
brush go over the surface with 
i the grain, once again u s i n g 
long, smooth strokes. This meth­ 
od provides even coverage and 
eliminates any excess w h i c h 
might cause runs
